Joseph Buzzell, Olney Merrill and 
Mrs. Maude Snow, who have been 
held in connection with his suppose 
murder, will be released as soon as 
soon as his identity is established. 

The arrest of Buzzell, Merrill and 
Mrs. Snow was the result of a story 
told by Mrs. Snow’s daughters, Bea- 
trice, 7, and Gladys, 9, who said 
that three years ago Weymouth was 
beaten to death in the Snow home at 
Dayton by Merrill and Buzzell and 
that his body was then jammed into 
a box and buried a short distance 
away. 

For several days past the authori- 
ties have been busy searching for the 
grave of Weymouth. Henry Hewes, 
a Saco mail carrier, discredited the 
story of Weymouth’s death by claim- 
ing that he knew the man to have 
been in Canada for some years. His 
statement led to an investigation by 
Buzzell’s attorney and resulted in the 
locating of Weymouth.

TO MAGAZINE 
Flooded to Save Battleship Ohio 
From Destruction 


DROPPING OF A HOT RIVET 


Believed to Have Started Fire In Tur- 
ret Which Is But Seven Feet Above 
Compartment Where Three Thou- 
sand Pounds of Powder and Other 

Was Stored—Much 

Excitement In Brooklyn Navy Yard 


Ammunition 


New York, June 29.—Fire in the 
after turret of the battleship Ohio at 
the navy yard in Brooklyn necessitat- 
ed the flooding of the powder maga- 
zine below as a precaution against an 
explosion. 

The fire smouldered for half an hour 
along the heavy rubber insulation of 
electric wires and in a quantity of cot- 
ton waste, 

The fire alarm sounded on the bat- 
tleship shortly after 4 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, and when the crew 
and officers reached the after turret 
they found it filled with smoke from 
the burning rubber, 

Realizing that quantities of am- 
munition were stored in the magazine 
only a few feet below the turret, as a 
first precaution the automatic appara- 
tus, which is provided for flooding 
the magazine in cases of danger, was 
turned on and the ship’s fire hose was 
brought out to fight the flames. 

The blaze is believed to have orig- 
inated by the dropping of a hot 
rivet on the insulation of the wires 
which operate the electric ammunition 
hoist. In compliance with a recent 
order issued by the navy department, 
workmen were installing a so-called 
bulkhead, or steel partition, between 
the two big guns of the turret. The 
work was nearly done and the men 
were riveting the steel plates together 
when, it is said, one of the rivets 
Was dropped. 

As the Ohio was practically in readi- 
ness to sail today, most of the 750 
men of the crew and officers were 
aboard ship at the time, and the ex- 
citement of the blaze spread to the 
navy yard. The battleships North 
Dakota and Alabama were also at 
anchor nearby. 

Smoke was seen issuing from the 
turret for nearly an hour and at about 
6 o’clock it was extinguished. 

The powder magazine is said to have 
been situated seven feet below the 
turret and -contained about 3000; 
pounds of powder in cans and a con- 
siderable quantity of other ammuni- 
tion. 


PROCEEDINGS RENEWED 


Labor Leaders Must Answer Charges 
of Contempt of Court 

Washington, June 27.—Justice 
Wright of the District supreme court 
issued a rule against Samuel Gom- 
pers, Krank Morrison and John 
Mitchell, the labor leaders, requiring 
them to show cause on July 17 why 
they should not be judged guilty of 
contempt of court. 

This action followed the filing of the 
report of the special committee of at- 
torneys appointed by Wright to in- 
quire into the matter of contempt pro- 
ceedings in the Bucks Stove and 
Range boycott case. 

Although July 17 has been set for 
the labor leaders to answer the con- 
tempt rule, there will be no hearing 
until fall. While technically this 
hearing will be before Wright, the 
entire membership of the court will 
be present. 


DISAGREE WITH BIXBY 


Engineers at Work on Maine Sur- 
prised at General’s Statement 


Havana, June 28.—Surprise has 
been excited here by the opinions at- 
tributed to General Bixby, chief of 
the engineers in charge of the work 
of raising the Maine, who upon ar- 
rival at Tampa was quoted as saying 
that he did not expect that the secret 
of the Maine’s destruction would be 
revealed or that bodies would be re- 
covered. 

The engineers here feel that the 
first belief is not fully justified in ad- 
vance of the exposure and examina- 
tion of the ship’s bottom. They also 
have strong expectations of discov- 
ering the bones of many sailors when 
the berthdeck and the section below 
are reached. Thus far the explorations 
have inivolved only the main deck, 
where discoveries were not antici- 
pated. 


Motor Racer Killed 
London, June 28.——Victor Surridge, 
the famous motorcycle racer, was 
killed yesterday while making a prac- 
fice run on the Isle of Man. Surridge 
was thrown and his neck was broken.

LOSE CLAIMS 
Syndicate Is Beaten In the 
~  Maska Coal Fight 
VICTORY FOR CONSERVATION 


Its Friends Fear, However, That Pri- 
vate Inttrests May Yet Succeed In 
Getting Hold of Land Valued at 
From $128,000,000 to $250,000,000 
—Ballinger Defeated and Pinchot 
and Glavis Upheld 
Washington, June 27.—The famous 

Cunningham Alaskan coal land claims, 

through which it has been alleged 

that the Morgan-Guggenheim syndl- 


cate had planned to extend their vast 
interests in Alaska and to control one 


“of the most valuable coal fields in the 


world, have been entirely disallowed 
by the department of the interior. 

Secretary of the Interior Fisher, 
having approved the department’s de- 
cision, as handed down by Fred Den- 
nett, commissioner of the land office, 
the last door is believed to have been 
closed to the Cunningham claimants. 
Their attorneys have threatened an 
appeal to the United States supreme 
court, but such an appeal can be 
based only on some point of law in- 
volved, and not on the findings of 
fact as announced by the department. 

The amount of money involved is 
variously estimated at from §$128,- 
000,000 to $250,000,000 or even more. 
Several witnesses at the various hear- 
ings testified that the claims are worth 
more than $300,000,000. Beyond the 
mere pecuniary phase of the decision 
it establishes a precedent of inestim- 
able force in the campaign for the 
conservation to the people of the 
United States of the natural re- 
sources of the country. 

The Cunningham claims have been 
in the public eye constantly for more 
than two years past. They brought 
about the Ballinger-Pinchot investi- 
gation by congress and the dismissal 
from the public service of Chief For- 
ester Pinchot, Louis R. Glavis, a 
chief of field division in the land of- 
fice, and several minor officials. Both 
Pinchot and Glavis were dismissed 
for insubordination incident to their 
attacks on former Secretary Ballin- 
ger, whom they claimed was favor- 
ably disposed toward the claims.’ 

The fight for the control of the 
Alaskan coal fields has just begun, 
in the opinion of leading conservation. 
ists here who have read the decision 
of the department of the interior in 
cancelling the Cunningham claims. 
The absence of a law adequate to 
protect the public and reserve to the 
government control over the coal 
lands is a feature of the situation of 
the utmost importance. 

It is inferable from the official 
statement of Fisher that the depart- 
ment will proceed with dispatch to 
consider the thousands of claims for 
coal lands in the Behring river and 
Matanuska regions now pending. The 
thirty-three claims of the Cunning- 
hams, covering 5200 acres which oc- 
cupy the more important strategic 
position with reference to the whole 
field, are as if they never had ex- 
isted, hence it is expected that this 
priceless land will be filed on at 
Juneau at the moment the news of the 
decision reaches there. 

It is taken for granted that the law- 
yers representing the Morgan-Gug- 
genheim interests will see to it that 
filings are made promptly and unless 
congress meantime enacts a law to 
Tegulate the mining, by means of 
leases or otherwise, nothing extraordi- 
nary stands in the way of the ulti- 
mate absorption of the coal of Alaska 
by private interests. : 

The vindication of Pinchot, Glavis, 
Price and Brandeis implied in the de- 
cision is of the most sweeping char- 
acter. The decision is taken here as 
convicting Ballinger of bad faith with 
the public in his administration in the 
department of the interior with ref- 
erence to the Cunningham claims. 


JUSTICE EMERY RESIGNS

it Time to Rest 

Augusta, Me., June 29.—The 
resignation of Chief Justice Lucilius 
A. Emery of Ellsworth, of the su- 
preme court of Maine, was received 
by Governor Plaisted and accepted.

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Important Legislation 


Two of the important matters 
still left before the Legislature, 
among many others, have to do with 
the appointing of a Public Utilities 
Commission, and a State Finance 
Commission, Upon both of these 
matters Governor Foss seems to be 
very positive in a desire for legis- 
lation, but he must be impressed 
that the public at large has very 
little interest in either one of -them, 
and much less interest in the 
establishment of a Puhlic: Utilities 
Commission than in the establish- 
ment of a State Finance Commission. 

A Public Utilities Commission was 
undoubtedly needed in New York, 
in Connecticut, in New Hampshire, 
where for many years the conduct 
of the affairs affecting railroads and 
gas and electric light service and 
various other semi-public interests 
had not been such as to serve the 
citizens at large in any satisfactory 
manner. Massachusetts has been 
working out the solution of these 
problems by separate commissions 
for many years. Her commissions 
as originally estalished were the 
first commissions of the sort in the 
country. Their decisions have been 
the basis of legislation and of state 
control in practically every state in 
the Union. The personnel of these 
commissions has always been above 
reproach. The men who have done 
the active work have been men who 
could be relied upon to deal justly 
with the public and with the corpora- 
tions involved. When any attempt 
has been made to establish a foun- 
dation for a change in the system 
under which Massachusetts is at 
the present time directed, it has been 
almost impossible to find any com- 
plaints properly substantiated, and 
of sufficient importance to justify a 
change. Massachusetts may have 
more commissions in number than 
some states, but the effective work 
they have done at a slight cost to 
the Commonwealth, as compared 
with the cost of similar commissions 
in other states is an argument for 
a continuation of the present system 
that cannot be ignored, and that is 
important endorsement. 

A State Finance Commission can 
be made of tremendous worth to 
Massachusetts. Such a Commission 
would become a clearing-house for 
all the various interests now so sadly 
disorganized, made up of so many 
boards, answerable to so many dif- 
ferent authorities, and yet so often 


Supreme unto themselves in the 
conduct of their own immediate 
affairs. No one would deny that a 


Finance Commission in Boston has 
been an effective force for good gov 
ernment in that city. The same con- 
ditions may not exist in the Com- 
monwealth at large so far as cor- 
ruption and actual mismanagement 
are concerned. Yet they do exist 
to somewhat of an extent if one 
is to consider the problem entirely 
from the standpoint of extravagance. 
The conduct of Massachusetts in- 
stitutions has been extravagant for 
many years, and will continue to be 
extravagant until there is created a 
business-like system of management 
for the control of them. If Governor 
Foss shall succeed in establishing 
in Massachusetts a Finance Commis- 
sion with sufficient authority to do 
what it ought to do, he will succeed 
in installing in the various state in- 
stitutions a system of business direc- 
tion and control that will mean a 
saving of thousands of dollars to the 
tax-payers of the Commonwealth. 
Here is the most important piece of 
legislation that he can promote, and 


that the present Legislature can 
enact, 

The Special Election 
The result of the special local 


election on Saturday appears to give 
very general satisfaction. The most 
satisfactory feature to it was the 
large vote cast... When seven hun- 
dred and fifty voters take the neces- 
sary interest in midsummer to show 
their choice for office-holders as they 
did last Saturday, it shows that the 
responsibility for civic duty is pretty 
generally felt in Andover. It is all 
very well to talk about the hustling 
that was done by several of the can- 
didates as being the cause for this 
vote, but in the final analysis the 
principal cause must be credited to 
an honest interest on the part of the 
majority of the voters in the issue. 

Mr. Higgins had persistently - re- 
fused to make a canvass for the po- 
sition of Town Clerk, believing that 
the matter should be left entirely 
to the voters, and his judgment is 
approved in the handsome endorse- 
ment he received. It has been a 
pretty severe strain upon him, be- 
cause of serious illness at his home, 
and the contest at a time when he 
had supposed there would be no op- 
position, He will make an excellent 
Town Clerk, and the office combined 
with his position as Town Treasurer 
gives him a sufficient salary to call 
for all of his time and to assure a 
service for the town of a high order. 
He is fortunate and so is the town 
in the result of this special election. 

The five-sided contest for Tax 
Collector resolved itself finally into 
the placing of John W. Bell and 
Alexander Dudley as the leading 
competitors, with the other three 
contesting to show which would get 
the most votes. Messrs. Coleman 
and Dane ran a very close race, with 
Whitten as the last man, a result 
that was not at all a test for any 
one of the three. Ordinary condi- 
tions would have shown a different 
story, as all three have many friends 


who did not vote for them in this 
contest because of a belief that Mr. 
Bell was the strongest man upon 
whom to centre support, Mr. Dud- 
ley was, and is, practically unknown 
to the entire town, save a few of his 
close friends; he has had no training 
that gives to him the least qualifica- 
tion for such a position as the one 
he was striving for, and the size of 
his vote was entirely due to personal 
considerations, and not to considera- 
tions in which the best welfare of 
the town was the dominant factor. 

The result. of the contest all 
through leaves the town, in an ex- 
cellent position so far as having 
faithful, efficient representatives to 
carry on the town business is con- 
cerned, 


Editorial Cinders 


Seventy members of the Massachu- 
setts House of Representatives have 
resolved themselves into a Commit- 
tee of Protest and banded together 
to ask for an extra hundred dollars 


and mileage on account of the long-~ 


session of the present Legislature. 
We trust this movement will be 
pushed by these men, and that it 
will go sufficiently far to place every 
one of them-on record, The voters 
of the Commonwealth ought to know 
the names of the men who, because 
of their own incompetence and that 
of fellow members, have held the 
Massachusetts Legislature to what 
is likely to be a record session in 
length, breadth, and depth, the first 
a positive dimension, the other two 
absolutely negative. There are not 
a few members of the present Legis- 
lature whom the state could well af- 
ford to pay an extra hundred dollars 
to, if it could thereby be assured 
that they would never return as pub- 
lic servants. There are very few 
who would have any right to call 
upon the Commonwealth for any 
extra compensation for the positive 
good they have done during the 
present session. By all means, let 
the movement be made for extra 
compensation. We want to know 
who the salary grabbers are.

Not for many years, if ever, has 
there been such a demand for local 
farming property as at the present 
time. Much of this demand comes 
from people who desire to come to 
Andover from Boston or other cities 
and settle in communities like this. 
Such a demand does not, however, 
justify some of the exorbitant prices 
that-are being asked for farms that 
are in the market. If this high price 
demand continues, it will be the duty 
|of somebody to see that the values 
fixed by the assessors more nearly 
approximate the values that the own- 
ers place upon their property, than 
they now do. Andover does not 
want to lose any of her residents, 
but there is plenty of area available 
for home builders to make the town 
very inviting for .many new resi- 
dents, and no effort should be spared 
to bring to the town such men as 
would naturally come where the call 
is for such property. 
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There _is a very ‘widespread. inter- 
est, as shown by the generous space 
occupied in the public print, in what 
happened fifty years ago in connec- 
tion with the Civil War. Respond- 
ing to that interest, the local pastors 
are preparing for a public meeting in 
the Town Hall on Sunday evening 
to emphasize Andover’s part in this 
memorable world struggle. It was 
not.an inconsiderable part that An- 
dover had in the war of the Rebel- 
lion. Her quota of soldiers was 
promptly filled and her loyal service 
worked out by these men gave to 
her. a proper. share in the work of 
preserving. the union. Such a ser- 
vice as is planned should attract a 
large audience, and more than that, 
should _be the means of arousing a 
patriotic interest on the part of the

A Round-About Paper 


After speaking of eating and 
drinking in France, I intended to 
speak of politics and churches, and 
will do so sometime, and try to point 
cout the difference between our hun- 
dred religious opinions and one 
kind of sause, and the almost one 
kind of church in France and a hun- 
dred kinds of sauce. 


Professor Forbes’ address, as the 
Townsman truly says, was the event 
of the Decoration Day exercises. 
The sound good sense, without the 
spread-eaglism of ordinary Decora- 
tion Day orations, showed that a 
thinker, a practical man and a 
scholar was speaking. 

Anyone who has read _ Blaine’s 
“Twenty Years in Congress” does 
not need to be told that it was not, 
politically speaking, because slavery 
was wrong, or because the north 
thought that the negro was equal to 
the white man, that caused our terri- 
ble Civil War(a civil war is worse 
than a foreign war). It was a thing 
called state rights which today is a 
burning question, just as it was in 
1861. The result of the war was the 
death of slavery. We did not go to 
war to kill slavery; the patient died 
when -he breathed fresh air. One 
remark I wish to make about the 
professor’s wise and judicious words 
as to the duty of the black man to 
win his bread by honest work. Note 
the force of the sentence—“In the 
sweat of his brow must he too eat 
his bread.” It is very important to 
note the little- word “too”; it just 
means that Professor Forbes and all 
who heard him, and everyone of us, 
rich or poor, learned or unlearned, 
must face honest work. It is one 
of the fallacies of the day to sup- 
pose that it is only poor people who 
work, and I am glad that Professor 
Forbes sounded the high “too,” 


Those of your readers who have 
read Walter Scott’s “Rob Roy,” will 
remember that Rob Roy McGregor 
lived at the “Clachan Aberfoyle,” 
near Loch Lomond, and that~Rob, 
when seated at a table and told to 
sit at another more highly honored 
place, said that wherever McGregor 
sat, that was the head of the table. 
I have come to spend my few re- 
maining days at 43 Highland road. 
It is a grand place, with piazza, bath- 
room, and everything a fashionable 
house should have.

I was impressed with the tact and 
kindness of the men who moved my 
bits and sticks, the busy man who 
sent the team; and the hearty hand- 
shakes I got from them all gives me 
courage to breathe and muse, They 
all” said they liked. my musings—I 
take this chance of thanking my old 
friends, 

Not to be egotistical I may men- 
tion that I was only a day in my 
new place when I had a visit from 
a clergyman. The neighbors on 
Highland road called to see if Mc- 
Dougall wanted their services, The 
butcher, the milkman, the fishman, 
the baker stopped at my _ clachan. 
I must not forget to mention the 
grocer’s man, an old and. trusted 
servant, Mr. Farnum of Smith & 
Manning's (who have in my opinion 
the best coffee and butter in this 
village). 

Living near the station I knew 
every train, and the noise pleased me 
as I knew something was alive. The 
courteous station master, the genial
